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Summer programs planned 


Although Gallaudet has graduated another class and many students have 
packed their bags and taken off for home, the campus will be anything but quiet 
this summer. A wide variety of classes, programs and other educational and 
recreational activities will be held on Kendall Green during the next few months, 
under the sponsorship or co-sponsorship of Gallaudet’s College for Continuing 
Education. 

In addition to a variety of classes for graduate students and professionals on 
campus, classes will also be offered at the Gallaudet New England Regional Ex- 
tension Center (at Northern Essex Community College, Haverhill, MA) and at the 
Gallaudet Mid-West Regional Extension Center (at Johnson County Community 
College, Overland Park, KS). 

The Department of Sign Communication is offering a wide selection of sign 
language classes at all levels, as well as interpreter training and a sign language 
teacher training program. 

Through the Department of Physical Education and Athletics, persons can par- 
ticipate in special programs on basic or advanced athletic training, methods of 
teaching dance to the deaf, effective coaching methods and soccer and tennis 
camps. 

Here is a sampling of special programs to be offered on campus during the 
summer months: 


June 5-25: Clergy Training 

This study and training course for clergy and religious educators 
will help prepare them for ministry to deaf individuals. It’s offered 
by Continuing Education in conjunction with the Office of Cam- 
pus Ministries. 

June 6-24: Training Programs in Continuing/Community Education 

Offered for professionals involved with hearing impaired persons, 
the training will focus on planning, implementing, promoting and 
financing continuing and community education programs. 

June 12-18: Elderhostel Program 

Two programs are being offered concurrently to adults 60 years 
or older, and their spouses. “Hearing Loss in Later Years” is 
designed for hearing seniors who have begun to lose their hear- 
ing. “A Week in the Arts” is planned for senior deaf adults and 
their spouses who are fluent in sign language. 

June 13-17: A.B.E. Workshop: “Working with Disadvantaged Deaf Adults” 
The workshop for teachers and administrators will focus on Adult 
Basic Education, Independent Living Skills and G.E.D. level clas- 
ses for deaf adults.

Guidelines have been developed by 
the Special School of the Future Proj- 
ect for these groups to use in conduct- 
ing a family weekend. They include ad- 
vance planning strategies such as ob- 
taining support from the school admin- 
istration, creating a planning commit- 
tee, conducting a survey of parent 
needs and interests, and setting the ob- 
jectives for the weekend. There are 
also suggestions for working within the 
budget, setting up the schedule and 
designing all aspects of the program. 
Sample schedules are included. 

Reports from schools which have 
conducted a family weekend have been 
positive. Several parents have sug- 
gested that these weekends be held 
twice a year as a regular part of the 
school program.

Deaf-blind services 


The U.S. Department of Education’s 
Office of Special Education and Reha- 
bilitative Services is inviting applications 
for new grants to support centers and 
services for deaf-blind children. Appli- 
cations must be submitted by July 18, 
1983. 

Approximately $11.7 million is avail- 
able for these awards for FY 1983. Ap- 
plicants may propose project periods of 
up to 36 months. It is expected that 
continuation awards will decrease, 
however, by 35% for FY 1984 and an 
additional 25% for FY 1985. 

Each center is required to provide 
diagnostic and evaluate services for 
deaf-blind children as well as programs 


. of education, orientation and adjust- 


ment. In addition, they will offer con- 
sultative services to those persons di- 
rectly involved in the lives of those chil- 
dren. 

Centers are also required to develop 
and disseminate materials and informa- 
tion to assist professionals engaged in 
programs designed for deaf-blind chil- 
dren, and provide training to those in- 
volved in the delivery of services to 
deaf-blind children. 

The Department of Education will 
award one grant each in six separate 
geographical regions that have been 
established for this program. A separate 
competition will be conducted in each 
region.

Cued Speech will be taught as well as orientation on methods of 
using Cued Speech and its implications for language develop- 
ment, speech development, speechreading, reading and main- 
streaming.

Family Learning Vacations | and II 

These are the first of six seven-day Learning Vacations jointly 
sponsored by the College for Continuing Education, Model Sec- 
ondary School for the Deaf and Kendall Demonstration Elemen- 
tary School.

The Board of Trustees of Gallaudet 
College had a busy weekend from 
Saturday, May 21 through Monday, 
May 23. On Saturday night, the Board 
hosted a dinner in “Ole Jim” honoring 
President and Mrs. Edward C. Merrill, 
dr., and Mr. and Mrs. George E. 
Muth. Highlights of the dinner included 
a presentation of a plaque to the Muths 
and an announcement by Vincent Gray 
that May 23, 1983, had been declared 
Edward C. Merrill, Jr. Day in D.C. by 
Mayor Marion S. Barry. Chairman of 
the Board Jane Spilman and other 
members of the Board commended 
the Merrills and the Muths for their 
many years of service to Gallaudet 
College. 

On Sunday, May 29 following com- 
mittee meetings in the afternoon, the 
Board honored academically outstand- 
ing seniors and graduate students of 
the Class of 83.

T.H.G. commemorated in biography 


Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, to be 
honored this week through a new U.S. 
postage stamp, is also being com- 
memorated in a biography newly 
distributed by Gallaudet College Press. 

Gallaudet: Friend of the Deaf, writ- 
ten especially for teenagers, portrays 
the struggles of Gallaudet as a young 
man and includes his meeting Alice 
Cogswell and founding the nation’s first 
permanent school for the deaf. Readers 
will also get to know Sophia, his deaf 
wife, and Edward, youngest of his 
eight-children—two people who carried 
on his life’s work. 

The author, Etta Degering, has writ- 
ten numerous children’s stories, in- 
cluding biographies of Louis Braille, 
Christopher Jones (captain of the 
Mayflower) and Rebecca Boone (wife 
of Daniel Boone). The Gallaudet 
biography, however, grew to have 
special meaning for the author during 
her months of research and writing. “I 
felt I had gotten to know Thomas, 
Sophia and Edward Gallaudet so well 
that, when I sent the manuscript to the 
publisher, I felt lonely, as if cherished 
neighbors had moved away,” said 
Degering. 

First published as a hardcover book 
in 1964 by David McKay Company, 
Gallaudet: Friend of the Deaf was 
released in paperback in 1979 by the 
Review and Herald Publishing Associa- 
tion. Gallaudet College Press is now 
the sole distributor of that paperback 
edition and also holds future publica- 
tion rights. 

“IT am pleased that the book is going 
home to the campus where it rightfully 
belongs,” said Degering. 

The 192-page illustrated book is 
available at the Gallaudet College 
Bookstore. 

Of related—and more scholarly— 
interest to Gallaudet faculty and staff 


are Edward Miner Gallaudet’s memoirs 
regarding the founding and early years 
of Gallaudet College. History of the 
College for the Deaf, 1857-1907, by 
Edward Miner Gallaudet will be 
published this fall by Gallaudet College 
Press. Editors for the volume are David 
de Lorenzo of the Gallaudet Archives 
and Lance Fisher of the National Ar- 
chives. The hardcover book, including 
nearly two dozen photographs, will be 
available in October. 


Elderhostel programs 
offered for two groups

One program, “Hearing Loss in 
Later Years,” is designed for hearing 
seniors who have begun to experience 
hearing loss.

An introduction to deaf folklore, sign 
language, dramatic performances and 
the history of Gallaudet will be 
included. 

Another group of senior deaf adults 
and their spouses who are fluent in 
sign language will participate in “A 
Week in the Arts” to learn about art 
history and theatre. 

Both groups will take field trips to 
the Smithsonian, White House and Na- 
tional Zoo, and attend special drama 
presentations.
